the people of India groaning 
the enormous burden of'taxa- 


tioiKsJ'ndia is one ol' the most lightly 
taxed\^.mtries on the tace of the 
earth," ffc^ording

Sir William 


Meyer, minister of finance for India, 
in response^ to the charges of over- 
taxation preferred by so-called Ex- 
tremists. 
' The total revenues, Imperial and 
Provincial, for the current year, dur- 
ing which some additional taxation 
was imposed, amounted to 86,500,- 
000 pounds, Sir William said, and 
this sum distributed among the 244,- 
000,000 people of British India gave 
a resultant contribution per capita of 
only seven shillings. He pointed out 
that in three other Asiatic countries, 
Japan, Siam and the Dutch ludies, 
the rate per head was much higher, 
being 23 shillings in Japan, 13 shil- 
lings 4 pence in Siam and 11 shil- 
lings three pence in the Dutch In- 
dies. 


The Finance Minister said the land 


revenue has been one of the points 
upon which opponents of the govern- 
ment have been most bitter, it being 
claimed that the farmer was kept in 
poverty by taxation.

year, 


about 22,000,000 pounds was derived 
from the land.

Montevideo, Uruguay, Nov. 30. — 


Legislation of the most radical char- 
acter is being discussed by congres- 
sional commissions which have been 
meeting regularly in this capital for 
the past few weeks. The ordinary 
/sessions of congress are lixed by the 
constitution to be held between Feb- 
ruary 15 and June 15 of each year, 
but the radicals have forced 
the 


issue and their advanced ideas are 
being considered at this time. 


The most revolutionary of the pro- 


posals is that Uuruguay shall change 
its form of government to that 
a 


commission instead 
of a president 


shall be vested with the executive 
power. 
Uruguay, one of the rich- 


est and best governed, though one 
of the smallest of the South Ameri- 
can republics, has a population of 
less than 1,500,000 which the. sup- 
porters of the commission plan say 
would lend itself to the new idea. 
Its 19 departments, corresponding to 
states in the United States of North 
America, are so closely welded by 
railways and waterways that the 
governmental problem is simpler in 
the little republic than in any other 
entity of the southern continent. The 
proposed commission would 
consist 


of seven members, one to act as ex- 
ecutive chairman for the period of a 
year, to be replaced at the expiration 
of this time by another member of 
the commission. The retiring execu- 
tive chairman would leave the post 
to be replaced by a new member to 
be seleted by the legislature. 
Only 


(hose who have served on the com- 
mission for a period longer than a 
year would be eligible to the chair- 
manship. 


Under the 
present 
constitution 


the executive power is vested in a 
president who is chosen by the gen- 
eral assembly for a term 
of 
four 


years and who is forbidden to be a 
candidate for re-election for the term 
immediately following his own ten- 
ure of office. 
Dr. Feliciano Viera, 


who heads the present Uruguayan 
governnaent, is a pronounced radical, 
but it is political gossip that the 
program of the extremists of his own 
party has taken him off Ins feet and 
he is doing what he can to stem the 
tide. Already the 
insurance bnsi- 


ness and the electric light and pow- 
er business of the capital have been 
taken over by the government and 
enthusiasts are 
calling 
for 
state 


owned railwajs, bakeries and street 
car systems. 
Here they have met 


the opposition of the British owners 
of the railways who have threatened 
to withdraw their capital if the pro- 
posed la\\s are put into effect. 


Recently 
the 
sociologists 
have 


become active and Domingo Arena, 
one of the most prominent lawyers 
of the country, made a speech before 
the commission advocating the en- 
actent of a divorce law by the provi- 
sions of which a woman might be re- 
leased from the matrionial contract 
upon a mere request to that effect he- 
fore' a properly constituted magis- 
trate. Under the 
proposed law a 


woman would not be required to give 
any cause whatsoever. In the case 
of the husband a long list of limiting 
causes is enumerated. 
The author 


of this measure declared that 
the 
peculiar conditions in Uruguay called 
for such radical remedial legislation. 
His speech was at first ridiculed but 
is now receiving the serious consid- 
eration of the law makers. 


Senor Battly Ordonez, 
who pre- 


ceded Dr. Viera 
as president of 


Uruguay, and who is one 
of 
the 


present 
chief 
executive's 
closest 


friends, is a leader of one of the 
most advancd of the radical wings. 
Through his effort the 8-hour 
law 


has already been adopted in practi- 
cally all parts of the-republic. 
The 


fact that the 
present 
government 


cannot follow the proposed program 
of this leader and 
that of 
Senor 


Arena has threatened 
to causa a 


split in the 
Radical 
party. 
This 


could mean 
that 
the 
opposition 


might come into power after being 
out for a half of a century. It is to 
avoid this very thing that the com- 
promise of a commission form of gov- 
ernment has been proposed, the idea i 
being to find places for all wings of 
the Radical party.

NEW MAP OF 


FRANCE NOW 


INEVITABLE 


(Associated 1'ress Coircsponilcnrc.) 
Paris, Dec. 13.—France is likelv 


to come out of the war with a new 
map whether her exterior boundaries 
are changed or not. Napoleon's or- 
ganization of her 
8(5 departments, 


dating from 1799. has 
been con- 


demned by nearly all French states- 
men 
as 
inadequate 
for modern 
France. A strong movement that 
has, since the war. developed into an 
effective experiment in the organiza- 
tion of "regional economic consulta- 
tive committee" may bring about d 
political redivision of the 
country 


into something like 18 administra- 
tive and legislative "regions " 


The object is 
concentration of 


regional 
interests 
now 
scattered 


amonsr the departments, with a de- 
cent realization 
of 
administrative 


measures. It would bring the French 
republic into closer analogy with the 
government of the United States by 
giving the proposed "regions" inde-$ 
pendence as to local regulations and 
economic problems such as the 
86 


departments have never had. 


The man who has directed 
the 


movement is one of the younger men 
in public life, Jean Heunessy, deputy 
for the department of Charente and 
a member of the well known Hen- 
nessy family of southwestern France. 
He introduced a bill to that end in 
the chamber in 1913. It was still 
unactefl upon when the mobilization 
was ordered, and M. Hennessy join- 
ed his regiment. In the interval be- 
fore the government returned from 
Bordeaux to Paris, he had earned the 
French, 
military medal and 
the 


British Distinguished Service Order. 
Witt the reassembling of parliament, 
be came back to push his 
project 


and succeeded m passing a compro- 
mise measure for the organization of 
economic consulting committees in 
each of the 19 military regions ~of 
France. A committee of the cham- 
ber has reported that the results of 
the experiment are excellent; they 
have furnished a forceful argument 
in favor of M. Hennessy's original 
proposition. 


"The task of the French citizens 


after the war will be a hard one," 
said M. Hennessy to the Associated 
Press, "and they mustn't be handi- 
capped by a superannuated system 
of governmental administration that 
centralizes the administrative 
ma- 
chinery in the capital, despite the 86 
departmental divisions, and cramps 
the economic life of the country. 
Heretofore everything has gone 
to 
Paris or by way of Paris. 
All the 


big railway Hoes converged upon 
the capital and left the 
provinicial 
regions out of touch with each oth- 
er and without adequate direct com- 
munications with foreign countries. 
"This centralization has prevented 


France from adapting herself to the 
economic 
transformations 
of 
the 


epoch. She failed to profit from her 
incomparable geographical 
position 


and she left a great part 
of ner 


enormous natural riches unexploit- 
ed; her economic installations were 
too slow in developing; her water- 
ways were neither properly develop- 
ed nor organized; industrial organ- 
ization was perfected in only isolat- 
ed cases and not generalized; sever- 
al hundred thousand horse power in 
natural waterfall was neglected; ag- 
riculture even did not produce the 
maximum; there was no co-operation 
between 
scientists and 
practical 


business men; our capital was most- 
ly applied to the 
development of 


o'ther countries than our own. 


"The only cure for all that is the 


cutting of the red tape that binds 
those regions to the capital and pre- 
vents the free play of local initia- 
tives. 
"The interests and occupations of 


different regions of France are quite 
as varied as those of the 
United 
States; their customs are even more 
varied; they should have the facili- 
ties for looking after their own in- 
terests—legislating for 
themselves 


and 'by a regrouping politically into 
regions that 
are 
homogeneous in 


their natural resources, occupations 
and requirements, left free to pursue 
their 
economic 
development 
nn- 


tiindered by the local considerations 
of other regions that have not thi 
same interests.

Canal Cut. Is Now 


In Best of Shape 


Panama, Dec. 20.—The slides in 


Gaillard Cut which have 'been men- 
acing navigation have been over- 
come. Today the channel is in bet- 
ter shape than it has ever been be- 
fore. For a minimum width of ISO 
feet it is 35 feet deep, and it is at 
least 30 feet deep clear across-the 
original prism. 300 feet wide. 
The 


slides at 
Cucaraoba 
and Culebra

mass have been dredged away until 
they look flat and impotent.

France and China
